. This is the first installment of a paper presented last 
February at the annual meeting of the Wisconsin State 
Holstein-Friesian Association, Fond du Lac, Wis. It covers 
some fundamentals of the big subject of advertising, with 
special attention to preparation and placing of copy. 


Albert G. Wade of Chicago, who is 
one of that city’s best known advertis- 
ing men, wrote for the Holstein-Friesian 
World recently two articles upon ad- 
vertising. One of them dis- 
cussed the faults of Hol- 
stein-Friesian advertising, 
the second was a construc- 
tive article telling how to 
write effective Holstein- 


Wade began one of his 
articles with the _ state- 
ment that there is nothing new under the sun, and I 
want to assure you that advertising is the oldest art. Per- 
haps none of us realized so fully the value of advertising 
until the war, through which we have just passed, demon- 
strated its effectiveness in the making of history. Adver- 
tising is publicity and publicity is the greatest weapon 
in the hands of any government, group or individual. Wit- 
ness the power it has shown in this great world crisis; 
how it has financed liberty loans, war chest, Red Cross 
drives, moved public opinion, all in the shortest possible 
time. The history of advertis- 
ing achievement, as respects 





now as never before to under- 
stand its principles, for con- 
sciously or unconsciously it is 
one of the ruling forces of 
your life.” 

In a big nation-wide indus- 
try, such as that of breeding 
Holstein-Friesian cattle, adver- 
tising is of supreme import- 
ance. No breeder can afford 
to depend upon a purely locai 
market for the selling of his 
surplus stock, for those who 
place their dependence in an 
intelligent advertising cam- 
paign, nation-wide in scope, are 
sure to realize better prices 
than they could obtain from 


their neighbors for surplus 
Holsteins.

industry, is well known to 
most of you. It has made re- 
markable strides in the last 
few years, but I want to pre- 
dict here and now that the 
advancement that advertising 
has made is nothing compared 
to the field that lies ahead of 
this great force for develop- 
ment. Its limits are as yet un- 
surveyed. The North American 
continent as Columbus found 
it and as it is today would be 
a fair comparison of present 
day advertising and what we 
may expect from its future de- 
velopment. 

Our problem is to apply this 
great force, which we have 
recognized in industrial, com- 
mercial and governmental 
lines, to our own business of 
selling cattle. We have seen 








we get from business. Adver- 

tising, I maintain, has a very 

direct relation to this. Money wisely spent for advertising 
is simply insurance against the failure of the selling end 
of our business, and that is the important terminal of our 
efforts. It is easy to see, therefore, that advertising rep- 
resents more than its mere cost; it represents an oppor- 
tunity to make our entire business successful, and it be- 
hooves us, as breeders, to study advertising carefully. so 
that we may go about it in a way to insure the most suc- 
cessful returns. 


a little of the force that ad- 

vertising can assert in behalf 
of a cause, and I doubt if there is a man here who does 
not recognize the great value of advertising if properly 
applied to his business of breeding Holstein-Friesian cat- 
tle. What we are concerned with, therefore, is the proper 
way of applying it, the way that will bring us the most 
returns in the quickest time and at the least expense. We 
must approach the subject of advertising from a natural 
point of view. There is nothing mysterious about it. It is 
simply salesmanship applied through the medium of 


Friesian advertising. Mr. 
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printers’ ink. One writer tells us advertising is this. 
“Telling the public what you have to sell in as simple 
straightforward a manner as you can describe, giving the 
ring of honesty and truthfulness, which can scarcely ever 
fail to carry conviction.” 

Now there isn’t anything mysterious about advertising 
if it is approached with these things in mind and if we 
let the fundamental principles of telling the truth, that 
truth which convinces, be our chief guide-post in pre- 
paring jlivestock advertising, we can rest assured that it 
will be effective advertising that we write. 

Holstein-Friesian advertising has been seriously criti- 
cised by men who know, because in our efforts to reach 
the topmost scale, to sound the loudest note, we have 
sometimes left the moorings ‘of truth and modesty and in- 
dulged in boastful, misleading, detrimental and disgusting 
generalities that have simply confused without inducing 
the reader to buy. Such advertisements have driven trade 
away from us. We cannot convince a prospective buyer 
of the merits of our animals by clouding his vision with 
a lot of generalities that blind and confuse him, leaving him 
undecided and in nine cases out of ten ready to back out. 

Telling the truth will do more than sell the animal for 
us; it will build good will, and one of the greatest results 
from advertising, one which 
advertisers unfortunately do 
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The size of an advertisement cannot be specifically de. 
termined for every case without a little study of the 
proposition. It is true, however, that more mistakes are 
made by using too little space than by using too much 
Many a breeder, thinking to save money, will endeavor 
to advertise a proposition worth $5,000 in a $5 space. An 
advertisement is to draw attention. Crowding a lot of 
words into a small space defeats that object, for a busy 
reader will not take the time to look through an adver. 
tisement of this class. Give the printer a chance to dis. 
play what you have to say effectively. The average agri. 
cultural publication today has learned fairly well how to 
handle matters of this sort, and as a rule they can be 
left to it, but do not restrict the space to the detriment of 
your proposition. 

Yearly campaigns usuallly cost less in proportion than 
short time space. They offer a plan for keeping your name 
and herd before the public, but under a yearly campaign 
it should be remembered that copy, to be really effective. 
hould be regularly changed. : 

The style of our advertisement should be simple. Dis- 
play only the outstanding points. Too much display igs 
worse than not enough. Have plenty of white space. The 
body of the advertisement should be in good readable 

type. Endeavor to keep the 
advertisement easy to read. 





not always recognize, is the 
building of good will through 
effective advertising.

It may seem strange to 
those who have never studied 
the proposition intensively 
that so simple and self-evident 
a proposition as telling the 
truth should be the main fac- 
tor in successful advertising, 
but it is.

It would be as 
difficult to do this without 
telling the truth as it is to 
build _a_ successful business 
without something substantial 
in the way of development 
along breeding and productive 
lines. And I might say that 
without something substantial 
of this sort, no advertising 
campaign can be successful in 
the long run.

Illustrations are always ef- 
fective, provided they are 
good ones and do the animal 
justice. All publications charge 
for cuts at practically cost 
price, but the extra cost ought 
not to be considered, provided 
the illustration brings out the 
points of individuality, color, 
markings, etc., that a _photo- 
graph can do so much better 
than a description. 

Headings should be brief. 
They will get better display. 
They should be expressive so 
that the reader may get at a 
glance whether what follows is 
worth reading or not. A great 
deal depends upon the heading. 
It should demand instant at- 
tention and arouse _ interest 
enough to have the reader fol- 
low the advertisement through. 
A good heading is one-half the 
advertisement as a rule. 

The wording which follows 
the heading must bring out 
and justify it. Here again put 
yourself in the buyer’s place, 
make your arguments clear- 
cut, brief, to the point. Put in- 
to the sales arguments what 
you believe will make the buy- 
er want your animal—tell the 
truth, state facts, don’t try to 
fool your readers and you

must not only tell the truth, but 
we must also have something 
worth while to tell the truth about. 

So when we sit down to write an advertisement, we 
must put ourselves in the buyer’s shoes. We must not 
cloud his mind with generalities or misleading statements. 
we must not endeavor to soar into the clouds but we 
must build our statements upon a solid foundation. Let 
us forget the old fallacies, let us forget our competitors, let 
us draw the best, clearest and simplest word picture that 
we can of our offerings, bearing this in mind, its usefulness 
to the man who is in the market for such Holstein-Friesian 
stock. If we do this, I’ll wager that our advertisement will 
have greater force and effect than the boastful, up-in-the- 
clouds, best-in-the-world copy ever did. Advertising of this 
kind will not only sell the stock advertised, but it will give 
the stock an opportunity to measure up to our statements 
and it will build good will, and I want to say to you that 
good will is something that is worth more in the future de- 
velopment of your business than anything you can do. 

Now perhaps I have touched rather more than neces- 
sary upon the fundamentals, but I doubt it, for fundamen- 
tals must be right. We cannot build a successful struc- 
ture without them. They are all-important. 

The application of these fundamentals can be correctly 
made with a little practice. They deal with the size of the 
advertisement, its general style, illustrations, headings, 
wording, etc. and we may take them up in order. 


will find that you are writing 
effective advertising 

As to type and arrangement, I have said before that 
the average publication has men.who understand this 
business. As a rule it is best not to instruct them how 
to set the ad. Give them space enough, give them strong 
effective sales arguments and leave the matter of type 
and arrangement to the publication. 

Publishers now days are recognizing more and more 
that their duty does not end with your signature to an 
order for advertising. Most of them maintain departments 
designed particularly to give service along the lines of 
preparing effective advertising copy. They spend real 
money to make your advertising effective. The publisher 
of your favorite paper is a good man to know. He is 
usually a student of sales markets. If he is up-to-date he 
will surround himself with men who can give you expert 
advice in outlining sales and publicity campaigns. Put 
your problems to him in a straight-forward way and you 
may rest assured that he will be interested enough to 
give you good advice and the best assistance in making 
your expenditure with him pay. He knows that unless it 
pays you will not be his customer a second time, and 
that is but one of many reasons he has your interest at 
heart in building a successful sales and advertising cam- 
paign for you.

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“Ye Good Olde Brockton Fair” 


ISMISSING the air of inactivity which has sur- 
D rounded it for the past two years, ye good olde 

Brockton fair of 1919 blazed forth with renewed 
vigor last week when it opened the best exhibition in its 
history. 

While its name is suggestive of something on a local 
order, I can say that unless you have seen the Brockton 
fair over a period of two or three days, you have no 
conception of its size or its far-reaching effect. Unique 
in its varied forms of amusement it is in a class by 
itself. That this varied amusement program. is appreciated 
not only by those in and about Boston but by others from 
neighboring states is best evidenced by the attendance, 
representing the major part of the Eastern States. 

It is so much different than any other fair of its kind 
that a description is quite out of the question. There is 
no first day in point of attendance, the first days figures 
almost equalling the largest day at the New York State 
Fair. Too, it is doubtful if the management of any other 
fair ever gave the attention to satisfying the interest 
of everyone who enters its gate. From the midway, through 
the shows of machinery, automobiles and livestock, there 
you will find the best always. 

The automobile department furnished an exhibition 
creditable in itself, no less than 30 standard makes of cars 
with nearly as many trucks was conclusive evidence of 
the manufacturers’ estimation of the class of people at- 
tending such a fair. 

Brockton also supports a horse show on a par with 
its many other departments and in a class of eighteen, the 
elite of the country, your fellow breeder Fred F. Field, won 
the coveted. honor with his wonderful saddler, Douna 
Couna, his only entry. Thus does he own horses of the 
same class as his Holsteins. 

The details of such a fair are without end and minute 
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as they might be, they had attention. Indeed my obser- 
vation led me to believe that no small amount of the “pep” 
distributed early last winter by President F. F. Field was 
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self administered. The picture shows him in the act, Re. 
gardless of how, when, where, in what form, the 1919 
Brockton Fair bespeaks the result. 


The Holsteins 


The Holstein part of the Brockton Fair was the out- 
standing exhibt of all the dairy breeds and was regarded 
by those in position to know as being the very best ever 
seen at the fair. The number—more than 90—filled the 
barn to overflowing, and the quality was there too, in fact, 
any exhibitor landing a prize knows full well he had an ani- 
mal about as perfect as it could be. 

The animals, with the exception of the herd from Gardi- 
ner Hall Jr. & Co., were supplied entirely by Massachusetts 
breeders—a splendid testimonial to their loyalty to and 
pride in the Brockton Fair. 


The Bulls. 


In the aged class four wonderfully good individuals 
came in for review. Mr. Turner of North Reading showing 
Maplemont Sir Pietertje Hengerveld, a son of Pietje Al. 
cartra Fayne and Mr. Knowles showing his King Pontiac 
Asiatic Ormsby that was first, senior and grand champion 
at Eastern States, furnished the real competition. King 
Johanna Segis, a large, openly built fellow of good dairy 
type, shown by F. L. Fisher, lacked somewhat in smooth- 
ness of finish to get better than a third. The Turner bull 
has been a consistent winner for several years past and is 
an extremely hard bull to beat, despite the fact he lacks 
somewhat in size for a bull of his age. He was closely 
matched by the Knowles entry, in fact we do not recall 
having seen two aged bulls so closely mated. The Turner 
bull is a little better in depth of body and slightly better 
in width of thurl and for these reasons alone he won the 
blue. Mr. Knowles has brought out a great bull and it 
would not be surprising to us to see him a strong contender 
another year. 

In the 2-year-old class there were but three entries, one 
of them furnishing one of the real sensations of the 
exhibt. This bull, Pequitside Korndyke Sadie Vale, by 
King Korndyke Sadie Vale from a 32-lb. dam, is the best 
2-year-old bull we have seen in the east this year. He is a 
very large, growthy fellow, has a lot of style, is full of 
vigor, carries out absolutely perfect, and though lacking 
a little in depth of body, so far outclassed anything else 
in the show that he was easily first prize, senior and grand 
champion, winning the two latter honors over Mr. Turner’s 
good aged bull. Second position went to F. H. Metcalf on 
King Mooie Fayne and third to Gardiner Hall Jr. & Co. 
on King Korndyke Fannie Veeman, the latter two place- 
ments being just the reverse of the awards at Hastern 
States. While there is a chance of disagreement with this 
award, it is a fact the Hall bull showed very badly in the 
ring and the change of ownership on the other bull seemed 
to have worked wonders with him. That thought still 
lingers, however, that the bulls could have been reversed 
quite handily. 

In the senior calf class, five rather average calves came 
out. K. K.S. V. Albert, first and junior champion at Spring- 
field, still retains his style and smooth finish, making him 
easily first in his class, but failing in his attempt for 
championship losing to his younger brother. Second place 
went to Turner on a very ordinary youngster, third to Mr. 
Knowles and fourth to Gardiner Hall Jr. & Co. The junior 
class, too, was somewhat lax in quality, although Gardiner 
Hall Jr. & Co. had an easy winner in K. K. F. V. Ormsby, a 
son of their senior sire and a calf we understand they are 
retaining for future showing. He was one of the real good 
things at the show winning the junior championship and 
promises to develop about right another year. Second, 
third and fourth went to Pequitside, Knowles and Metcalf 
in the order mentioned.

Drake, Oneida, N. Y. and made her 
record for her present owner, Lee 
Kinne, Hartwick Seminary, Otsego 
County, N. Y.

Pabst Cynthia is the largest record 
daughter of King Pontiac Champion in 
short time work, having recently com- 
pleted a record of 38.19 pounds butter 
in seven days.

PICTURE GALLERY 
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Conclusions from the Cole Incident © 


EGARDLESS of the outcome of the suit 
of Oliver Cabana Jr. against the Holstein- 
Friesian Association the Cole incident em- 

phasizes a number of points in connection with 
our Advanced Registry work which we believe 
are worth serious consideration. 

First, we believe it points out unmistakably 
the need of more strict supervision over all of 
our records. While on the whole our supervisors 
have been a conscientious, intelligent class of 
young men, there have been certain individuals 
in more than one state who have not taken their 
duties with sufficient seriousness and, perhaps 
in greater degree, who have allowed their faith 
ir human nature to overcome their desire to live 
strictly up to the letter of their instructions. Thus 
we hear occasionally of supervisors who, when 
they are convinced that the milker is not trying 
to put anything over on them, will relax their 
vigilance and perhaps even help out in the milk- 
ing of other cows or make themselves useful in 
other ways about the barn. We believe the abso- 
lute necessity for strictness along this line should 
be emphasized to the boys who are doing the 
supervising and any proven negligence of this 
kind should be sufficient for immediate dismissal 
of the offending party from the staff. 


Closer Verification for Semi-official Records 


In this connection we want to say we believe 
there is room for closer verification on the case 
of semi-official tests. We must not permit any- 
one to cast a cloud on the reliability of our semi- 
official system of Advanced Registration. We 
must take the most drastic means to discover any 
sharp methods and put an end to them. In par- 
ticular we believe the supervisors should invari- 
ably make their monthly visits unexpectedly and 
without previous notice. Then if there is any 
suspicion that things are not as they should be, 
a strictly official test ought to be continued until 
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the thing is straightened out and the trut 
tained. This extra expense of course Should p 

borne by the Association. In addition to ‘hae 
easily arranged precautions the Associggne 
should employ one or more travelling Supervisors 
empowered to drop in upon any official or sem). 
official test at any time and remain as long as ig 
deemed sufficient to gain assurance that the test 
is getting at the real productive ability of the 
cow or cows under observation. Money would 
be well spent for such a purpose. 

The value of our records depends absolutely 
and entirely upon public confidence in their ay. 
thenticity. No amount of argument or litigation 
canforcethe public to believe in a thing that it js 
convinced is fraudulent particularly in the pure. 
bred breeding business where even a suspicion 
means the withholding of complete financial sup- 
port. Everything depends upon the integrity of 
the men who swear to the records. Therefore 
any man who is trying to “beat the game”’— 
either in long-time or short-time test is hurting 
the business of every other breeder by under- 
mining public confidence and hence public sup- 
port for the breed. For these reasons: every 
breeder should be ready and willing to stand the 
most rigid supervision arid verification for every 
record, for the more closely they are supervised 
the more they are worth. Also we believe our 
breeders should adopt a different attitude to- 
wards the supervisors. Most of us have a very 
human dislike to make trouble in any way for 
people that we like personally. Thus it has hap- 
pened that few breeders feel like reportjng in- 
stances of laxness or inattention to duty on the 
part of supervisors. From a business standpoint 
this attitude cannot be justified. You should 
reason that if a supervisor is lax in your barn, he 
will be lax at other places—and that sooner or 
later he will strike someone who will be unable 
or unwilling to resist the temptation to take ad- 
vantage of it. Remember that every such in- 
stance hurts the entire industry and your own 
business as well—and report to your Agricultural 
College authorities any instances of inattention 
or carelessness on the part of the supervisors 
that may come under your observation. Such an 
attitude on the part of the breeders themselves 
will do more than any other one thing to raise 
the standard of our supervision and lessen the 
opportunity for crooks and shysters to ply their 
trade to the detriment of our business. 


Eliminate the Bonuses 


A third point and to our mind one of the 
most important is the system of paying bonuses 
to herdsmen on their records. We realize that. 
this is quite a general practice and that in some 
cases it works out very satisfactorily. However, 
the history of cases of fraud in connection with 
the Advanced Registry work, not only of the 
Holstein breed but the others as well, shows 
that in practically every case the fraud was 
perpetrated because it would mean for the man 
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who was making the record a direct financial 
ain in the form of a bonus. Cole’s original state- 
ment showed that the system he claimed to have 
used was devised directly after the system of 
ponuses for high records was established at 
Pine Grove Farms. There are few herdsmen who 
would run the risk of detection in making a frau- 
dulent record simply for the glory of having pro- 
duced a record breaker. It is the glitter of gold 
that is responsible for a great proportion of the 
crime in the world and the dairy cattle business 
‘s no exception to the general run. We believe 
that drastic action along this line should be taken. 
It would be difficult to check upon it in every in- 
stance but it is certainly worth the effort. 

We do not claim that the adoption of these 
suggestions would usher in a new era or con- 
stitute a panacea for all of the ills that beset us. 
We do believe however that it is to the interest 
of every breeder of Holsteins to tighten up our 
record-supervision in every possible way so that 
public confidence may be maintained unshaken 
and the breed continue to develop in a sane, 
normal, enduring manner—and these sugges- 
tions we believe are pertinent in that direction. 


Misapprehension Regarding Barn Records 


OME of our readers apparently gained a wrong im- 
S pression as to what was meant by “barn records” 

in the recent editorial which recommended the pub- 
lication of Cabana’s barn records. It was probably a. mis- 
nomer to refer to them as barn records for strictly speak- 
ing the figures referred to are the original records entered 
each day in the barn test book by the supervisor in charge 
and cover only the period while the cow is under official 
test. Several of our readers, apparently under the impres- 
sion that the barn records referred to were simply the 
private figures of the herd production at Pine Grove Farms, 
raised the objection that it would be easy to distort such 
records so that they would show nothing out of the way. 
One correspondent even went so far as to refer to the 
editorial in question as a complete change in front on our 
part and expressed the suspicion that the change was 
due to “somebody’s money” going into our pocket. As a 
matter of fact the so-called “barn records” contain only 
the official figures and it would be impossible to make 
any changes in them without detection as the original barn 
slips for every record that has ever been supervised under 
the authority of Cornell University are now on file in the 
office of Professor Wing at Ithaca. These original slips 
and the barn test books at Pine Grove Farms should of 
course agree in every particular as they cover exactly the 
same period, which would be the entire time that every 
cow was on official test. The officially reported production 
on file in the office of Supt. Gardner would, in many cases, 
cover only the period of highest production upon which 
entry in the advanced registry would be based. The farth- 
er we get into the study of these particular test figures,

tracted for $30,000.00 worth of new 
buildings and other improvements, alj 
of which were completed August 20th. 

A large show and sale Arena, 60 by 
140 feet was erected. At right angles 
from the northeast corner of the sale 
Arena, was built a cattle barn 30 by 
330 feet; and at the southeast corner, 
was built a hog and sheep barn, 30 by 
240 feet; and beyond this was a pig 
house, 30 by 140 feet, for the Junior 
Boys’ pigs. 

The Art Hall, Merchants’ building, 
grand stand, etc., were remodeled and 
painted. All the buildings and the en- 
tire park was wired and electric 
lighted, until it made Broadway, New 
York, look like a dark night. 

It was the live-stock men who made 
the fair a success, and it is doubtful if 
there is another county fair in the 
whole United States, that ever 
achieved such a record. 

Seneca County is the Shorthorn 
center of America, and is rapidly be- 
coming a Holstein center for, within 
the last year, more than 150 head of 
high class registered Holsteins have 
been purchased by Seneca County 
men, more than 50 of them being at 
the fair. 

There were 200 head of cattle, in- 
cluding Holsteins, Jerseys, Guernseys, 
and Shorthorns, and more than 50 
were turned away for lack of room. 
Also every foot of space in the hog, 
sheep and pig barns was occupied. 
Next year we will have’ a new horse 
barn. 

We have 20 acres of parking space, 
and still we had to park 200 autos in 
an adjoining field.

by physicians for babies and invalids. John B. Irwin 
expressed the opinion that Cabana’s action against the 
Association did not represent the sentiment of the New 
York breeders as a whole, that if necessary in order to 
hold meetings in other sections, a charter should be se- 
cured from some other state. This incident, according to 
Mr. Irwin proves that the breed does not depend entirely 
upon the short-time test, that it is built on a solid founda- 
tion of real dairy ability. He emphasized the importance 
of individuality as demonstrated at the Cattle Congress. 
M. S. Prescott of the World staff presented the facts in 
regard to the attitude of New York breeders in the present 
controversy which is that fraudulent practices must be 
stamped out regardless of the cost. He made plain the fact 
that an injustice was being done the breeders of New 
York if it was coneluded from the absence of the New 
York directors that New York State, as a whole, was not 
back of the Board of Directors in its fight. The speaker 
presented data from the preliminary report on the Hol 
stein census, particularly in regard to the sale of purebred 
bulls for vea: and emphasized the importance to the dairy 
industry of saving a great part of these young bulls for 
the improvement of the dairy herds of the country. The 
principal address of the evening was given by R. C. Pol-

lock who has recently taken a position in the Extension . 


Department of the Association. Mr. Pollock outlined some 
plans for organization, particularly as they applied to the 
state of Iowa, driving home the point that we must not 
leave it all to the cow in boosting the Holstein industry. 
He urged the importance of linking and lining up the 
grade men with the breeders of purebred Holsteins. He 
urged the reorganization of the state association with a 
Board of Directors, consisting of the presidents of all 
local associations in the state, and with an Executive 
Committee to carry out the general recommendations 
formulated by the Board. Among the specific things which 
might be accomplished by such an organization would be 
the efficient handling of inquiries that come to the secre- 
tary who could easily get in touch with the directors and 
thus with conditions in different !ocalities. The speaker 
urged that a definite plan of attack be worked out and that 


§ Pree sear b for financing it should be placed upon a 


three year basis. The money for carrying on the work 
effectively could be raised either by fixing a membership 
fee at a figure proportionate to the importance of the 
organization, or by making this fee only nominal and then 
making up the balance by raising a certain assessment per 
cow from each member. 

One of the most effective talks of the evening was 
that of Peder Pederson who is head of the cow testing 
association work in upper Iowa. Mr. Pederson came from 
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Denmark in 1880 and helped to organize the first co-opera- 
tive creameries and packing houses in that country—which 
is now recognized as the leader in co-operative work. At 
the outset, Mr. Pederson stated that the small breeders of 
the state of Iowa are unanimously not in favor of the 
present plan of organization. It will be recalled that the 
responsibility for financing the project of a paid field 
secretary was underwritten by four or five of the larger 
breeders in the state. The feeling of the small breeders, 
according to Mr. Pederson, is that they all want to share 
in this financial responsibility and they want to get value 
received for their investment. He urged, therefore, the 
raising of the necessary funds on a pro rata basis making 
the per cow assessment low enough so that no breeder or 
dairyman would have an excuse for staying out, and then 
collect the balance of the needed money for services ren- 
dered. His suggestion was a fee of twenty-five cents per 
head for purebreds and ten cents per head for grades. 
In case more money is needed at the outset, every member 
can sign his name to a note which any bank would be glad 
to take. The note then could be paid by charging each 
member a small percentage on sales actually accomplished. 
Mr. Pederson expressed the belief that a good many pure 
bred bulls were being used that might better be sold for 
beef or veal; that he would favor the adoption of a rule by 
the Iowa Holstein Association that every bull sold for 
breeding purposes must be backed by A. R. O. or cow 
testing association records for its three nearest dams. 

“Uncle Dave” Maxwell gave a real “pep” talk which 
as usual was the hit of the evening. He urged Iowa to 
pattern after its neighbor, Minnesota, in building its Hol- 
stein organization. 

Axel Hansen reviewed briefly the history of the Min- 
nesota Show Herd which proved such a big attraction in 
the show ring at Waterloo. 

G. R. Melin told some of the things which the Minnesota 
Holstein-Friesian Association has been trying to do. He 
stated that their first big project was the sale at Moorhead 
and that this was undertaken primarily to get funds for 
their extension work. With about $18,000 in the treasury 
this Association occupies a unique position among the 
state organizations. In passing, he remarked that Secre- 
tary Scott was unable to be present at the Waterloo 
meeting as he was home selling for the Association about 
ten carloads of Minnesota grade cattle to outside parties. 

Senator McCall, who is a member of the State Board 
of Control in charge of the state institutions, told of their 
experiences in Holsteins. Up until a few years ago the 
herds which supplied the milk for the state institutions 
were of a nondescript character but on one particular 
farm there happened to be a herd of Holsteins. The pro- 
duction .and cost figures indicated such marked superiority 
for the black and white breed that they have now been in- 
stalled on all of the institution farms so that the state of 
Iowa is now in the Holstein business to the extent of 
over 2,000 head of purebreds and grades. One grade cow 
among the number is now producing over 100 pounds butter 
per month. Representative animals from the institution 
herds were on exhibitién at the Cattle Congress and were 
successful in winning a-number of ribbons. 

Frank L. Morris, director from California, paid a splen- 
did tribute to the efficiency of the Minnesota organization 
when he remarked “there is nothing about Minnesota 
cattle left unsaid by the Minnesota breeders themselves.” 
He paid a high compliment, also, to Iowa Holsteins. stat- 
ing that the animals they have bought in that state have 
been the biggest factor in building up the reputation of 
their own herd. He referred particularly to Tilly Alcartra 
who was bred. in Waterloo. 

Other speakers were M. J. McKenna the “millionaire 
hobo,” Herbert Barrett who entertained with a number 
of dialect stories, A. E. Haswell and others. 

In conclusion Mr. Pollock again urged that the import- 
ant thing in the new organization was to get started and 
that the moral support of the breeders themselves was as 
good as cash in the bank.

The Females 


The female classes were far superior to the bull classes 
and at no show we have attended this year has the compe- 
tition been so keen and the quality so high. It was a most 
remarkable exhibit throughout and the management and 
breeders are deserving of much praise in making possible 
such a show. 

The aged cow class with its eighteen entries, every 
one a good one, gave way in quality only to the 2-year-old 
class, which was the climax to the exhibit. After very 
careful sifting, the competition centered on the Knowles 
and Gardiner Hall cows for first and second, with Mr. 
Turner and Gardiner Hall Jr. & Co. furnishing material 
for third and fourth positions. With this reduction, let me 
say the judge had some real cows and was forced to send 
to the barn a number of cows that would do credit to 
any show. The judge had previously passed judgment on 
Empress Posch Hengerveld Rosewood (shown by Knowles) 
and it was not surprising to find his admiration for her in- 
creased with the development she has made since we last 
saw her. Her udder is starting to fill, and that wonderful 
quality so plainly evident won for her the highest honors 
possible to obtain—first, senior and grand championship. 

There were those who strongly admired Lillie De Kol 
Pietertje 2d, shown by Gardiner Hall Jr. & Co. and possibly 
the glory of her honors at Eastern States, where she de- 
feated the Knowles cow, prompted this feeling, but 4 
close comparison of the two cows as they are today, not 
as they were two and three weeks ago, will leave no 
question in your mind but that the awards were about 
right. Both were splendid cows, and it is animals of this 
class that make a chow. 

Mr. Tu-ner showed a very useful type of cow in Lady 
Noble Cornucopia Johanna, winning third on her, while 
Braeside Amarilla Colantha was forced into fourth position 
by reason of her udder which is not pleasing in the fore- 
quarters. 

The 3-year-old class furnished little competition, Mr. 
Turner easily winning on Lady Noble Cornucopia, just 
fresh and one of the best 3-year-olds we ever saw. Second 
and third went to Bartlett and Knowles in the order given. 

The best class of the whole day was the 2-year-old 
division, with ten heifers that were simply wonderfui. 
They were all just fresh or within a few days of freshen- 
ing and made a very impressive exhibit. W. P. Turner, 
who had been in the prize money in the two earlier female 
classes, brought out Cora Cheswold Johanna 2d, just fresh 
and showing a truly remarkable udder. To some she might 
not have shown the quality of finish in any of the other 
three winners, but her evident constitution and produc- 
tive ability was not to be overlooked because of any 
plainness in her conformation. Colantha Beauty Champion, 
winning second, was style personified, in fact I question 
if she would not have won first honors had her udder shown 
a little more smoothness between quarters. Third and 
fourth positions went to two very high class heifers, 
Royaldale Buttercup Clothilde, shown by Pequitside farm 
taking third and Isabelle Mibian Colantha 2d, shown by 
Henry Bartlett, taking fourth. It will be a long time before 
Brockton puts up another 2-year-old show to compare with 
the one of 1919. 

Only three heifers, all on the plain order, made their 
entry in the class 18 months and under 2 years. Rachel 
Segis Butter Boy, shown by Metcalf, was easily the winner, 
with W. P. Turner and Gardiner Hall Jr. & Co. furnishing 
second and third animals. 

With the exception of the winner, the yearling class 
was just as weak in quality. Maud Segis Colantha, a very 
nicely made heifer shown in splendid form by Gardiner 
Hall Jr. & Co. was easily first with Lilith Champion De 
Kol second. 

A very strong class appeared for heifers six and under 
twelve months. Again in this class we found the compe- 
tition centering on two that had previously met at Spring- 
field. Mr. Knowles’ Pearl Asiatic, as great and beautiful 
as she is, was forced into second position by K. K. F. V. 
Agnes, a very typey calf with development that would do 
justice to a heifer much her senior in age. She is possibly 
a little more on the dairy order than the Knowles entry 
and a little wider on the rump, but it takes something un- 
usual to beat Pearl Asiatic. Third place also went to 
Gardiner Hall Jr. & Co. on a very classy granddaughter of 
King Segis Pontiac Alcartra.

THE TOPEKA HOLSTEIN SHOW 


Although the Holstein show at the Kansas Free Fair at 
Topeka September 8th to 13th did not bring out a very 
large number of cattle, there were some very good classes, 
and Mr. A. S. Neale of Manhattan who judged the Hol- 
steins was called upon to make a few close decisions.

In the aged bull class the Ft. Leavenworth bull, Johanna

New Honors for Fond Du Lac Breeders 


The members of the Fond du Lac 
County Holstein Breeders Association 
won new honors for themselves and 
the breed at the Fond du Lac County 
(Wis.) fair which ended Sept. 6. As a 
scoult the blacks and whites have 
received a volume of wholesome 
publicity and the interests of the 
breed have been materially advanced. 

Determined that the Holstein ex- 
hibit at the county fair should fix a 
new standard of exhibits not only 
for Holsteins but for all dairy breeds 
at county fairs, the officers and direc- 
tors left nothing undone that might 
contribute in any way to a quality 
as well as to a quantity show. It was 
decided to make it a breed exhibit 
rather than a show of individual. herds 
bringing out the best individuals from 
the several herds and families. To 
this end a canvass of the breeders 
was made and each one asked to con- 
sign one or more animals from his 


herd. None refused. As a result, 
when the fair opened the cattle barns 
contained 144 head of Holsteins— 
bulls, cows heifers and calves— 
animals of high degree, well groomed 
and guarded by attendants in im- 
maculate white ready to show the 
visitors about and give them _ the 
history of the individuals. The stall 
of each aged cow and producing heifer 
carried the individual record, the bull 
stalls being labeled with the breeding 
of the animal and the name of the 
owner. 

Adjacent to the barn was erected a 
large tent provided with comfortable 
seats and which constituted a _ rest 
room where hundreds of visitors 
found comfort each day at the fair. 
Here orchestra music was provided 
morning and afternoon, while a re- 
freshment stand, also maintained by 
the Fond du Lac County Holstein 
Breeders Association, dispensed per- 
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fectly good Holstein milk 
cream for refreshments. 

The outstanding feature of the show 
was the aged cow class. There were 
twenty-six entries of merit. When 
they faced Prof. A. C. Oesterhuis 
formerly of the University of Wig. 
consin, and now with the Carnation 
Milk Co., in their quest for ribbons 
it was a man’s sized task that was 
put up to him. 

“No other county fair in Wisconsip 
ever has put up such an exhibit as 
this one,” said Prof. Oesterhuis, 
“What is more none of them will this 
year.

Wisconsin 
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FLORIDA PROGRESSIN 
HOLSTEIN STATE 4S 


One of the main attraction 
dairymen attending the Florida Dare 
Association meeting in Tallahassee 
September 10 and 11, was the fine 
herd of pure bred Holsteins owned b 
H. Vivian. There are a number of 
herds of Holsteins in Leon county 

One of the subjects given liberal 
time for discussion was the need for 
an experienced dairy extension man 
to help the dairymen in selecting pure 
bred breeding stock and in stimulating 
official milk and butter fat record 
tests. 

With the releasing of more counties 
each year from tick fever quarantine 
there is present the cattle trader who 
wants to dispose of a lot of inferior 
stock at prices which should get first 
class animals. Unless an experienced 
dairyman can devote all his time to 
helping the dairy farmers a lot of 
injury may result to the industry. 

The recommendation was made by 
the association that all grade bulls 
and those from low producing pure 
bred dams be slaughtered and no bull 
be purchased whose dam could not 
show an official record of 500 pounds 
or better, butter fat in one year. 

As bovine tuberculosis is not very 
prevalent in Florida, the recommenda. 
tion was made that all dairy cows be 
tested as soon as possible, and no 
animal be purchased in the state, 
which does not have a chart showing 
freedom from the disease. Also that all 
animals bought outside of Florida 
shall be on a definite contract that 
they are subject to retest within 
sixty days after coming into the state. 
unless they are from government 
accredited herds. 

Every encouragement possible is to 
be offered owners of pure bred cows 
who will conduct official tests for 
production of milk and butter fat rec- 
ords, and the Agricultural College 
will furnish at lowest possible 
expense, supervisors for the tests. 

A number of dairy calf clubs have 
been started in the tick free counties 
and these were endorsed by the 
association. The recommendation was 
made that every Florida farm should 
have not less than two pure bred or 
very high grade dairy cows and that 
no dairy products be sold until an 
adequate quantity has been reserved 
for home consumption. 

The National Dairy Show was en 
dorsed and George M. Bishop of 
Baldwin and Miss May Morse of Talla- 
hassee elected official delegates. 

All dairymen are urged to exhibit 
some of their pure bred dairy animals 
and some of their best dairy products 
at the State Fair and Exposition to be 
held in Jacksonville, November 29 to 
December 6. A large exhibit of dairy 
products is assured through the milk 
clubs which have been in operation 
this season under direction of the 
state home demonstration agent and 
her assistants, that particular work 
being supervised by Miss May Morse, 
dairy specialist.

TWO KANSAS SHOW COWS 


While on a recent trip through Kan- 
sas, a representative of the World ran 
across two of the most perfect show 
cows he has ever seen although they 
are aged nearly ten and eleven years 
respectively.

Both were former members of the fa- 
mous show herd of J. M. Chestnut & 
Sons, Dennison, Kans. 

The firm of Wilkie & Swinehart has 
only just begun breeding Holsteins as 
a firm. Mr. W. A. Wilkie, senior mem- 
ber of the firm, is erecting an up-to- 
date and well equipped barn on his 
farm where the breeding operations of 
the firm are to take place. Mr. Eugene 





Swinehart, the junior member, has 
been in the Holstein business for 
some years and will have entire charge 
of the cattle. Although he has never 
made any large records he is cou 
fident of his ability to do so under the 
proper conditions and they now have 
a herd with which he may be ex- 
pected to do things. 

Messrs. Wilkie & Swinehart are 
members of an association of eight 
breeders who expect to pay as high 
as $10,000, or more, for a herd sire, 
Mr. Swinehart was sent by the as- 
sociation to the National Sale at Phila- 
delphia with instructions to buy the 
son of Bess Johanna Ormsby, which 
was consigned by Winterthur Farms, 
and he bid as high as $13,000 on this 
bull before he stopped.

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Going Through Kansas State College in a Day 


e ago one of _ — 

ublished an article entitle 
pore Through College on Nothing a 
Week.” One of the editors of the 
World recently had the experience not 
eo of going through Kansas 
State College of Agriculture in less 
han one day. While he did not re- 
tae any degree for that course, he 
did pass a very enjoyable day as well 
as an instructive one. ; 

Kansas State College of Agriculture 
and Mechanic Arts is located on the 
outskirts of Manhattan, Kansas. . The 
writer was told by certain prominent 
men of the city immediately upon his 
arrival that the Kansas State College 
was not only the greatest college in 
the world but absolutely in a class by 
itself as an institution of that kind. 
He was therefore prepared to find an 
institution that would compare favor- 
ably with any institution of the sort 
he had ever seen and he was not disap- 
pointed. The campus being located in 
the outskirts of a comparatively small 
town has plenty of room to spread 
itself which is unfortunately true of 
so many of our Eastern campuses that 
are crowded together in the heart of 
some large city. The buildings are of 
uniform material, all of the limestone 
that is native of that section, but by 
use of variety of construction the 
campus is relieved of any appearance 
ef monotony. Besides the various de- 
partments connected with agriculture, 
there are in the college, departments 
of mechanic arts and general science. 

Readers of the World will be most 
interested in the dairy department, 
which is under the charge of Prof. 
J. B. Fitch. Prof. Fitch, who is well 
known as a judge of cattle has judged 
at a number of the leading state fairs 
this season. He is a young man and 
a real live wire. His associates are 
all young men also, and it was evident 
even in a one-day tour of inspection 
that they are energetic young men and 
full of original ideas. 

The dairy herd consists of all four 
of the dairy breeds; the Aryshires and 
Jerseys especially containing some of 
the most famous animals of those 
breeds. The Aryshire herd has won 
a number of trophies offered for the 
best producing cow of that breed in 
the United States, in one year winning 
two of the seven trophies offered. 

The Holstein herd, while it has never 
won any national cups, contains some 
mighty good specimens of the breed. 
They have one cow that averaged over 
100 pounds milk a day for fifteen days 
and they have a number of other great 
producers in the herd including their 
old foundation cow, Maid Henry, who 
a number of years ago broke the state 
record with 895.33 lb. butter from 19,- 
600 Ib. milk. They have two herd sires 
one a son of Canary Paul Fobes Home- 
stead, and the other a son of Sir 
Korndyke Hengerveld De Kol, from a

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TUBERCULOSIS ERADICATION 
WORK IN AUGUST 

A summary of tuberculosis eradi- 
cation work by the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture in co-opera- 
tion with the various states, during the 
month of August 1919, shows that 37,- 
483 head of cattle were tested in 2,- 
490 different herds. Of this number 
1,493 or just under 4 per cent reacted. 
To take care of this work the ser- 
vices of 158 federal veterinarians and 
78 state veterinarians were required. 
The total number of herds now accred- 
ited is 858—over one-half of them be- 
ing found in the four states of Minne- 
sota, Virginia, North Dakota and 
Maine. Minnesota leads with 149 ac- 
credited herds, Virginia being second 
with 117, North Dakota third with 100 
and Maine fourth with 67. The state 
of Minnesota leads in the number of 
head tested during the past month 
with 3,251, Washington coming a very 
close second with 3,246. The percen- 
tage of reactors was slightly over 3 
per cent in Minnesota and 2% per cent 
in Washington. Wisconsin is third for 
the month with 2,515 head tested and 
a 4 per cent reaction. Fourteen dif- 
ferent states had over 1,000 head 
tested during the month. 





Penrose Wins at Colorado 

One of the heaviest winners at the 
Colorado State Fair at Pueblo was 
Spencer Penrose of Colorado Springs 
whose Holsteins won eleven prizes at 
that show. Members of Mr. Penrose’s 
herd won first in the junior yearling 
bull class and first in the _ senior 
heifer class. Mr. Penrose also ex- 
hibited the first prize young herd, the 
first prize calf herd and the Junior 
and Grand Champion bulls, also win- 
ning second for get of sire and for pro- 
duce of cow. Mr. Penrose has a herd 
of 200 head of Holsteins on his Turkey 
Creek ranch near Colorado Springs 
which is one of the finest herds in tha 
state. 
Another Holstein Victory 


A report of the first months testing 
of the Southwest Washington Cow 
Testing Association, which was com- 
pleted Sept. 28th, has been received. 
Of the 433 cows tested during the 
month the highest producing one was 
a Holstein belonging to Victor, Neimi, 
Nasel, Wash. This cow produced 
72.4 lbs. butter fat from 1,270 Ibs. 
milk, being one of the twenty-six cows 
in the Association that produced over 
40 lbs. butter fat during the month. 
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by a full brother to K. P. Pontiac Lass from a 43.29-pound daughter of Tiet 
Queen De Kol (42.26 pounds). The dam is a full sistér to Glen Alex Guak 
De Kol, the world’s champion 43.26-pound two-year-old. Approximately thirty 
of the females are in calf to this sire. y 

For the last nine years Buth Bros. have appeared in the Association prize 
list and in addition have been very successful winners in the West Michigan 
Fair, so that the animals are not only winners in butter test but in the show 
ring as well.
